Two  revisions  of  election 
procedure  to  be  presented  at 
the  Student  Body  meeting 
Thursday  will  attempt  to  strike 
out  the  present  election  for 
primaries  and  attempt  a  more 
fair  procedure  when  using  the 
preferential  ballot.

"If  this  impractical  and  incon¬ 
venient  amendment  is  repealed,” 
Bob  Vogel,  Elections  Committee 
head  stated,  "students  can  seek 
exactly  the  office  desired,  senate 
or  presidency.” 

Tne  other  revision  will  allow 
for  the  insertion  of  a  sentence  to 
Article  IV.  Section  6,  which  will 
make  possible  a  more  fair  pro¬ 
cedure  if  using  the  preferential 
ballot.
